Theme park

Developers and financiers for 
the proposed amusement park 
plan to meet with state and local 
officials following a meeting 
with the Natural Resources 
Commission. 

About 65 people, supporting 
the Main Street American, Inc. 
theme park, attended the Natural 
Resources Commission (NRC) 
meeting held in Lansing on 
Thursday, April 10. 

Patrick Crosson, a project 
manager for Axiom 
Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the $161 million 
Mainstreet America, Inc. theme 
park on 1,800 acres of land, 
located east of I-75 and north of 
Four Mile Road. 

Representatives from 
Crawford, Roscommon and 
Oscoda’ Counties made presen- 
tations to the NRC_ board. 
Officials addressed high unem- 
ployment rates for the region, 
the history of an agreement with 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to develop the 
land for economic development 
purposes, ‘the urgent need for an 
economic stimulus to create jobs 
and the 30-year trend of thou- 
sands of acres of land in 
Crawford County being trans- 
ferred from private to state-

County secures funds for 
rapid response shelter

Crawford County emergency 
response officials have received 
funding from the Federal 
Department of Homeland 
Security to purchase a large shel- 
ter that will be used when 
responding to catastrophes. 

The county has received funds 
to purchase a $27,137 rapid 
response shelter. The shelter is a 
large tent that is able to be erect- 
ed quickly at an emergency 
scene, The shelter is equipped 
with a generator and officials can 
provide heat or air conditioning 
in the interior, said Larry Akers, 
the emergency management and 
9i1 director for Crawford 
County. 

The shelter, which is 508 
square feet, can be mobilized 
when firefighters are battling a 
wildfire or dealing with a snow- 
storm. It will also be used when 
police and swat teams are deal- 
ing with a barricaded gunman. 

“The shelter will be used in 
situations where police, fire- 
fighters and emergency respon- 
ders have to be on the scene for 
an extended period of time,” 
Akers said. “You can warm them 
up or cool them off, depending 
on the type of year.” 


The shelter could also be used 
as a decontamination area in the 
event of a chemical spill or a 
chemical attack by terrorists. 

The shelter would also be 
available to be used at communi- 
ty events, such as the AuSable 
River Festival, to provide relief 
to people who suffer from heat 
stroke and exhaustion. 

“Why buy this stuff and let it, 
sit around?” Akers said. “We 
might as well put it to some use;. 
and this would be ideal to serve: 
as a relief station at community 
events.” 

Akers said the county was able 
to secure the shelter due to 
changes in the way that the 
Department of Homeland 
Security is providing funding. 

Instead of providing funding. 
to individual counties, the feder-: 
al agency gave a $1.8 million 
grant to the Region Seven, 
Homeland Planning Board, 
which covers 17 northern 
Michigan counties. 

The grant was used to provide 
an armored vehicle and three 
transport vehicles to the 
Northern Michigan Mutual Aide,: 
a SWAT team that includes sher- 
iff’s deputies, city and tribal:

The property, where the 
theme park is proposed, was set 
aside by the DNR in 2000 for 
economic development. The 
CCEDP oversces purchase pro- 
posals for the property. 

Dave Stephenson, the chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners and 
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vice president of the CCEDP 
Board, noted that. Crawford 
County is one of the top coun- 
ties in the state losing people. 
He said jobs from the theme 
park would help stem that loss. 

“They’re not all $20 an hour 
Jobs, but jobs are jobs and this 
will bring other jobs to the 
community,” Stephenson said. 

Jeddy Hood, chairman of the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, said the project 
would create an immediate 
boost for local motels, restau- 
rants, contractors and other 
businesses once theme park 
construction is underway. 

“Once they start rolling in 
here, it’s going to bring in a lot 
of people,” Hood said. 

Hood added that visitors to 
the area would likely make 
return trips to the community 
once they see what Grayling has 
to offer after visiting the theme 
park. 

“More people will see 
Grayling than probably have 
ever seen it before and that can 
only help,” Hood said. 

Hood, who is also a member 
of the Grayling Charter 
Township Planning 
Commission, said local officials 
would closely scrutinize the 
project’s impact on the aquifer 
and environment before final 
approvals for construction are 
granted, 

Hood" 


acknowledged _ that 


‘some people don’t want the 


theme park since they come to 
the community to enjoy peace 
and quiet in their cabins or 
enjoy camping in the woods. 
“They want to come up here 
and enjoy their week or two 
weeks, and they don’t want that 
to change,’ Hood said.

Lois W. Byrd, economic 
development coordinator for 
Roscommon County, noted the 
need to create jobs for students 
who graduate from local 
schools. 

“We spend money educating 
them, we give them good educa- 
tions, but they aren’t able to 
come back home to work,” Byrd 
said. 

Byrd also said that the theme 
park would give retirees and 
senior citizens another place to 
visit and spend time with their 
grandchildren. 

“{t’s another venue in north- 
em Michigan to take our fami- 
lies and visitors to,” she said. 

In an update to the NRC 
board, Crosson said the theme 
park would utilize wind turbines 
to provide power, would have a 
self-contained water and sewer 
treatment facility and would 


‘also utilize waterless toilets to 


minimize the impact on water 
usage. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the DNR, told the 
Commissioners about resolu- 
tions of support the state has 
received for the sale of the land 
and petitions contain about 
2,000 signatures supporting the 
project. 

NRC board members were 
given packets of information 
regarding the theme park pro- 
posal. 

“T think they see the need to 
move this forward and take 
some action on this rather than 
stalling it,’ Byrd said. 

Developers and representa-

based firm, were scheduled to 
meet with DNR and Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation officials regarding 
the project this week. 

“We are still where we have 
been at for the last several 
months, waiting for the finan- 
cial proof that the developers 
say they have to pull off the 
project,” Freed said. 

Crosson and financiers for the 
project are also expected to 
meet with members of the 
CCEDP board as they make a 
site visit to the property. 

“He fully expects to have a 
financial commitment in place 
and to be placed on the May 8 
NRC agenda,” Gilliland said. 
“At that time, the group of sup- 
porters will be making the trip 
back to Lansing.” 

Rep. Dale Sheltrown, D-West 
Branch, also attended the NRC 
meeting last week to support the 
sale of the land for the theme 
park. 

Sheltrown has discussed leg- 
islation that would allow the 
transfer of land for the project. 
Freed said state lawmakers have 
that option. 

“They do have the authority 
and they could transfer any state 
owned land to any entity,” Freed 
said. “It happens, but it is 
unusual.” 

Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, a water 
park, the world’s tallest 
Christmas tree and Ferris wheel, 
a World War II aircraft carrier 
and an area where Christmas is 
celebrated all year long. They 
said it would create 2,000 jobs, 
700 of which would be full-time 
positions, and would have an 
annual payroli of $25 million.

$400,000 over the next two 
years to do stream enhancement 
work on the AuSable River by 
placing large woody debris in 
the river. 

Huron Pines started the seas 
woody debris program on the 
AuSable River in the late 1990s. 
The funding for the program in 
recent years has been put on hia- 
tus, due to budget cuts within the 
DNR’s Fisheries Division. 

Large woody debris is impor- 
tant for providing fish cover, 
supporting habitat diversity 
within the stream, protecting 
stream banks from erosion, and 
creating a more natural river sys- 
tem. Loss of large woody debris 
occurred during the logging era, 
during later land development 
and also as a result of dams, 

“The State of Michigan is 
really glad that we've been able 
to bring back this program, as 
promised, to the AuSable,” said 
Grayling. DNR _ Fisheries 
Biologist Steven Sendek. 

During the past two years, 
Huron Pines has conducted the 
effort through the support of its 
members and from generous 
contributions from 
angler and conservation organi- 
zations. 

“It's been very difficult to 
keep this important program 
going without state funding, 
although there are several key 
organizations that really helped 
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several - 


make it possible,” Huron Pines 
Executive Director Brad Jensen 
said. 

Groups and organizations that 
provided financial support and 
hands on help in the river for the 
large woody debris project 
include: the AuSable River 
Watershed Restoration 
Committee, the Mason-Griffith 


‘Founders Chapter of Trout 


Unlimited, the Michigan Fly 
Fishing Club, the AuSable North 
Branch Area Association, Paul 
H. Young Chapter of Trout 
Unlimited, the Upper AuSable 
River Preservation Association, 
the Michigan Wildlife 
Conservancy, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Gates 
AuSable Lodge, the Headwaters 
Chapter of Trout Unlimited and 
the Clinton Valley Chapter of 
Trout Unlimited. 

In previous years of the part- 
nership with the state, Huron 
Pines has used a combination of 
techniques to improve stream 
habitat - adding nearly 2,000 
trees to the river each year 
through the use of the organiza- 
tion's river crew, composed of 
people from the local communi- 
ty, along with additional stream 
enhancements by use of a heavy- 
lift helicopter. 

Huron Pines, in partnership 
with the AuSable North Branch 
Area Association, was the first 
to pioneer the use of a heavy-lift 
helicopter for stream habitat 
improvements east of the 
Mississippi. 

In recent years much of the 
large woody debris effort has 
focused on the North Branch of 
the river, with great results. _ 

“Trout populations are 
responding favorably and we're 
seeing larger fish on the North 
Branch where much of the work 
has already been done,” Sendek 
said, “Only time will tell, but 
we're very optimistic that the 


program is working the way it is 
supposed to.” 

The agreement with the DNR 
also includes the funding ‘neces- 
sary (0 excavate and remove sed- 
iment from eight established 
sediment traps in the river, help- 
ing to address problems created 
by the number one source of pol- 
lution in the river — excess sand 
entering from road and stream 
crossings and recreational 
access points. . 

For years, Huron Pines has 
worked to address the source of 
these problems by implementing 
the best management practices 
at major erosion sites. 

In agreement with DNR 
Fisheries staff, Huron Pines 
believes that the continued use 
of in stream sediment basins is 
effective in targeted locations 
such as the ones utilized for the 
project. 

“In high-quality northern 
Michigan river systems, excess 
sand is often considered the 
number one pollutant, as it 
reduces the quality of stream 
bottom habitat for aquatic 
insects and fish, increases down- 
Stream erosion as a result of the 
widening of the river, and then 
warms river temperatures due to 
the widened and more shallow 
stream,” Jensen said. “Warming 
water temperatures are one of 
the most critical threats to the 
coldwater fish species in the 
AuSable River system.” 

Huron Pines officials said they 
are pleased to work with the 
DNR and other state conserva- 
tion organizations to enhance 
the health of the AuSable River. 

“The popular river system 
brings millions of dollars worth 
of recreation dollars into the 
area, but without the investment 
of stream enhancement pro- 
grams like this one, the quality 
of those recreation opportunities 
are diminished,” Jensen saide!

THE RISE OF Islam _ to 
become the world’s most popu- 
lous religion was reported, oddly 
enough, by the Vatican a few 
weeks ago.

Apparently it’s not that 
Catholicism worldwide is dwin- 
dling, but that Islam is growing. 

Citing 2006 figures, the mon- 
signor said Catholics held stable

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19.2 percent. 

The monsignor cited birth 
rates, claiming “while Muslim 
families continue to make a lot of 
children, Christian ones tend to 
have fewer and fewer.” 

As a Catholic, I would suggest 
there may be more reasons than 
birth patterns for this develop- 
ment, but that’s another essay for 
another time. 

Other Christian denomina- 
tions, added to the total of 
Catholics, make up 33 percent of 
the world population, Msgr. 
Formenti said. That still tops 
Islam. 

Figures on Muslims were pro- 
vided by Muslim countries to the 
United Nations, and the Vatican 
produced Catholic figures.

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closed properties so that surround- 
ing property values do not fall. But 
currently the funds do not ‘exist to do 


. that.” 


We hedrd'that foreclosure pteven-’ 
tion counselors are overwhelmed 
and that a lack of funds is tying the 
hands of local groups trying to help 
keep families on track. 

We also heard that many home. 
owners face the financial pressures 
of owing more on their mortgages 
than the dollar value of their houses. 
Participants in the meetings dis- 
cussed the need for more affordable 
loans that would help these families 
refinance and stay in their current 
homes. Most homeowners do not 
want to uproot their children and 
leave their community behind, even 
if the balance of their mortgage is 
greater than the current market value 
of their home. 

The Senate is considering a hous- 
ing stimulus package that includes a 
number of proposals to address 
some of the problems raised in my 
roundtable mectings. The bill 
includes increased federal grants to 
areas with the highest foreclosure 
rates to help rehabilitate abandoned 
properties and prevent further dam- 
age to local housing values. The bill 
also provides funds for pre-foreclo- 
sure counseling, and it authorizes 
states to issue new tax-exempt 
bonds to help homeowners refinance 
adjustable rate mortgages. 

Congress has already taken some 
modest action to help limit the 
impact of the foreclosure epidemic 
for taxpayers. In December, we 
passed the Mortgage Forgiveness 
Debt Relief Act, based on Senator 
Debbie Stabenow’s legislation that I 
cosponsored, which allows home- 
owners to have their mortgage debt 
forgiven by a lender without being 
penalized on their income tax 
relutns. Previously, the forgiven 
debt was taxed as income, resulting 
in a significant and unexpected tax 
bill that further exacerbated finan- 
cial problems of homeowners trying 
to avoid foreclosure. 


In my meetings with Michigan 


citizens who are working on fore- 
closure issues, they made clear that 
a number of commonsense mea- 
sures can be helpful in confronting 
this problem. Hopefully Congress 
will enact some of these measures 
shorily, I will continue to work for 
legislation that will make a differ- 
ence for Michigan homeowners who 
find themselves on the ropes. 
Effective action to address the mort- 
gage crisis is crilical for us to secure 
Michigan's and this nation’s eco- 
nomic future.

continues to be reprehensible, no 
matter who is doing what to 
whom.

Ted Turner may finally have 
seen the light.

The news report said he apolo- 
gized for his past criticism of 
religion, called faith a “bright 
spot” in the world, and said “I 
regret anything I said about reli- 
gion that was negative,” accord- 
ing to the AP item.

The central concept of Romans 
7 is the importance of our union 
with Jesus Christ as the key to our 
sanctification, “....Ye also are 
become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ..." Romans 7 
proves the impossibility of being 
made holy by keeping God’s law. 
God’s law can only give us knowl- 
edge of our sin, it does not have 
power to give us victory over sin. 
We cannot blame God’s law for 
our sinfulness because God’s law 
is Holy, Just and Good as Romans 
7:12 states. 
_ The last half of Romans 7 
reminds us that our own carnal 
nature is the real cause of our sin 
problems as Christians. ‘For we 
know that the law is spiritual: but 
I am carnal, sold under sin.” 
(Rom. 7:14). The apostle Paul, 
one of the greatest saints in church 
history blamed his own carnal 
nature for his sin problems. Jesus 
spoke of the old birth and the new 
birth in John 3:6: “That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh;.and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spir- 
it.” Our fleshiy birth connects us 
with the fallen, sinful nature of 
Adam. Our new birth through 
faith in Jesus Christ connects us 
with the divine nature. (2 Pet 1:4). 

! Corinthians 15 reminds us of

ihe difference between the spiritu- 
al and the natural. “44It is sown a 
natural body; it is raised a spiritu- 
al body. There is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body. 
45And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living 
soul; the last Adam was made a 
quickening spirit. 46Howbeit that 
was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural; and after- 
ward that which is spiritual.” 
Christians will become free of all 
sin al the resurrection and plorifi- 
cation of our physical bodies. 

We were sold under sin by 
Adam’s sin as the representative 
head of the human race. We stud- 
ied this back in Romans 5. Verse

ao but it does not stop him 
from doing wrong. Paul admits 
God’s law teaches him what is 
right, but it does not empower him 
to do right. Paul admits God’s law 
teaches him what to hate as evil, 
but that does not stop him from 
doing evil. As Paul taught in 
Galatians 5:17: “For the flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh: and these 
are contrary the one to the other: 
so that ye cannot do the things that 
ye would.” 

Many Christians live a life of 
failure described in Romans 7 
because they trust their own abili- 
ty to live in obedience to God’s 
law. The key to victory is neither 
in our flesh nor God’s law, but 
through personal faith and trust in 
the indwelling God who sanctifies 
us through God’s Word, (John 
17:7), by conforming us to the 
image of Jesus Christ. No won- 
der Paul said in verse 24,2Sa: 
“240 wretched man that 1 am! 
who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death? 251 thank God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord....”
